AN INTERESTING WAR XTORY. 

Would you like nn iutvrqsting war 
story today? W » Imvu It, and it rends 
like u roiimc'j. It wa s related Isy Mr. 
Charles A. Howell, The story lie^ius 
with the charge of Wi soil's Western 
cavalry on the Confederntct around 
C* Itirn’m*. Gju. Howell Cobb’s com- 
iimnd occupied Olrnril, ju t across the 
Chattahoochee llivjr, nnd the news eanie 
tli-t Wilson's cavalry was betsr'ng 
lapidiy on the town, and (lint this das’i- 
ing troop would reach Girard by about 
7 o’clock in the evening. Tlioy cmne on 
time atul the Confederate forces, greatly 
otitnunib-red, ami taken on mii*Ii 1 rief 
uotic?. were at iiuii'.cnse dlsadv.ntagc.. 
The Federal tiivdlry bad come ii *e a 
c-yclone, mid the face of the earth wa. 
literally dotted with them. They held 
every jHiint an.tla I I he tow n nnd ad¬ 
vanced from all directions. H;foro 1 
night they charged the Confederate 
forces, nnd in a few minute3 the battle 
was on. Fierro Wat the struggle, a*, ^ 
locked almost in each other’s lines, the 
two couteiting force* fought for supre¬ 
macy. Hut it was soon over; the Con¬ 
federate' could not hold til', against the 
i.euvy odds, and retreat was the only 

• scape from capture or annihilation. 
One after another the liuci broke, and 
In the dirk nets of the nig’it the Con¬ 
federates found thorn -e’.vjs abso’.trely 
disorgatiizcd, companies lost from their 
commands, soldiers from their com¬ 
panies, and evt tf man struggling to 
keep out of the enemy’s h n I.

The scattered Confederates rushed to 
the bridge to e eajie to the (Je»rgi.t sid • 
only to lind it in flames! Some had got¬ 
ten over in safety and many went though 
tho best they could, lighting lire and 
picking their way through the sputter¬ 
ing tiinl*<*r . 

Aim ng the la*t to pas* the bridge 
was Second Lieutenant Charley 1 lowed 
of Company C, Fust Georgia Regiment 
—a boy, scarce 18 years of age. He 
was lost from his company and found 
himself a stranger among strangers, bu' 
the gray uniform he wore called a kind 
word from a strapping Texan who, like 
him, was a refugee, but had fortunately 
ctcaped on horseback, and had succeed¬ 
ed in bringing another hone with him 
which he led. 

‘ Want to ride?” said flic Texan, ad¬ 
ding hurriedly, 1 ‘Bettergit up; wo ain’t 
got no time *o spare! * 

No sooner said than done, nnd over 
tho road Ictdtug from Columbus toward 
Greenville, in Meriweather county, the 
little Lieutenant uud the sturdy Texan 
jogged along together in the darkness 
>f the night. 

Tho Texan was on his way to M icon, 
where he lio|cd to join 'friend*, nnd 
Lieut. Howell was on his way home to 
Atlanta, ami he wanted to get there by 
tho most direct route, witieli accounted 
for his not accepting the gcucroui olter 
of his companion to “keep your hurtc 
and e«'ih ton with me to Macon."

Iu this way they left the old mansion, 
turning southward. Soon the Ciptain 
turned to his prisoner with the rcmtrk: 
“You wi I find it hard work to keep up 
withui on fo>t; hadn't you better get 
up behind .1 »!».i ? ’ ino.ioning to his at¬ 
tendant. And get up licliiud John he 
did, and iu thit way they ro le for sev¬ 
eral hour*. 

Late in the night C.ipt. Louthan, for it 
was Cupt J. W. Lnutiuri of tho S^vcn* 

• ccnth Indiana Cavalry, hit atteadant , 
atul prisrticr, reached hia comma id t 
ah mt 7.» mm who had bam detailed at 
scouts uftcr th* (-•dumhus fight. In 
the meant, nu--tha Captain had sail to 
his prisoner that if ho would promise 
not to :»t ti nip* to escape he would be 
treated properly and protected it ramp 
ftom any trouble. The promiso nude, 
llic young lie i cnant Y.dt easy. When 
they joined the comm and of scouts the 
soldiers nr m id th ; camp fires eyed tho 
prisoner—the only one iu cnnip--iii- 
qii sitivoly, und n burly I'ennsy Ivan inn 
remarked, the Captain having turned 
aside: 

“What do you want with that little 
rebel? We’ll just have to kill him to 
get rid of him!” 

“Captain," said tho prisoner next 
morning, “they are talking abjut kill¬ 
ing hi*; am I to he protected?" 

“Wno ta'.kj 1 about it? * tho officer 
asked. 

“That man there," pointing 1o the 
Pennsylvan a i win* had made the threat. 

•‘Coiifuiin I you,*' said the officer, 
“don't you know thn*. this is my prison¬ 
er, nnd I will shoot the mail that touch¬ 
es him?' 

To the prisoner ho said: “I have 

your promise that you will u »t iry t*> 
escape. 1 will take you at your won I 
We sue going Loin here to M iron, and 
may got into several skirmi h-s on tho 
march. A ho: so provi led L»r you, aud 
when we got to fighting you must keep 
to the r a ." 

O.i the march to Macon the scouts 
fell into several warm skirmishes, nnd 
Cnpt. Louthan was always in the front. 
“He was ui bravo a man t as I ever 
miw, ” said Mr. Howell in speaking «»f 
him yesterday. *11* was a hard 
; lighter, and al ways kept in front of 
hi men. Whenever wi stopped ou the 
inarch at holism along th j Toad ho was 
os gentle and ns kind to the la lies ns 
any man could be. He would >a/ to 
them in Assuring thorn that their fright 
was unnecesiary, ‘Madam, these m *n 
shall «lo nothing that your own soldier.* 
would not du. You wi.l obi.go us with 
i something to cat, and I tru.t you wil. 
not consider i - pi udur oa our pari. It 
is one «T the exigencies of war.’" 

At th.s time the Fodcrals held Mncon 
—it was the week that L'.*c surrendered 
and u thou and Confe h int * j rlsoners 
wero under guard in n I irgo cotton 
warehouio in that city, i’.tp . Lmthau 
j *iiied his comuiaa i in Maco i, and his 
single prisoner foil iuto tho w.irehousc 
with the other priiouors. A da/ and n 
night he stayed there, almost sutTocated, 
poorly fed, and scarcely care I for at all. 
OnthoKcemd «l»y Capt. Lmthau, as 
officer of the day, saw him through 
ouo of tho wnrrh<-uto windows, near 
which he was standing, aud exclaimed: 

‘•Why, I forgot about you. You 
must get out of that! 1 

Tho Captain elbowed 1m way through 
tho jam of prisoners, and, telling him 
to “como aloug," led tho prisoner out 
and curried him lo his tout on the iu*ik 
of the Ocuiutgcc. 

“You will stay lure," ho sad, “and 
with the proiii’se that you wi 1 romcin- 
l»er that you are in/ prisoner, aud that 
you will rcpoit here tliioo tim s a day, 
nt meals, I w .ll lelievc you of guard." 

(la tho third day the Cap nin, remark¬ 
ing that “tho trouble was about over," 
nsksd his prisoner if ho would accept n 
parole. *'I can get it for you, and you 
can go home, nnd llo.ivcu |iroM|M*r you.'* 

And thus it was that Li- ot. Howell I 
finished his war experience a.id returned I 
to AtiautiL

Supernatural, almost diabolical, in¬ 
line cosarc attribut'd to the fnmotn 
upas tree, which, according to nil nc- 
e« tint*, isso deadly tint if a hot wind 
passes over it nn odor is carrie l 
along which is fatal to whosoever 
breathes it. Obi letters, written 
from l*uri» in 1(112 by “Tho Turkisli 
Spy,’* do.ciibe n plant cultivated in n 
garden in the city that bla-ts nil that 
glow* within ten cubits of its roots. 
They call it ''ill ccighbor." Hcdi- 
• liies that there was a withered circle 
around it, while tho tree itself was 
green nnd thrifty. There is a tradition 
of a ]M>i-mn or upas tree that grows in 
the I land of Java, from which a putrid 
steam rises and kills whomsoever it 
touches. Focrseh, a Dutch physician 
(1783), says: “Not a tree ora blade of 
girts* h to be fmm I in the rnllu/ nr sur¬ 
rounding mountains. Not n beast or 
bird or reptile or living thing lives in 
tho vtoiuity. O.i one occasion 1COO 
refugees tncninptsl within 14 miles of 
it, nnd all but 3J0 died within two 
months." Tiic falsehood of thit story 
is exposed by Bennett, who nays: “The 
tree (ii|*a*] while growing it quite in¬ 
nocuous, though tin? j lice nny l»c used 
for poison; tho wh'»lo uoighbothuud is 
most r <*li!y covered will vegetation; 
men limy fearlessly walk under the tret? 
ami bird* roost in it* briin*his.’* Dar¬ 
win, iu his “Loves of the Plants,** has 
perpetuated Foer ch’i fable when be 
says: 

“On the blasted hoith 

Fell U|os sits, the hydra tree of Uisitii." 

It is probable that the fable of tin 
blighting iufiiieucj of the upas tree lia* 
lie* n tlerivetl from tin bet that there is 
iu Java a small tract of laud on which 
nothing ciu live.

1 have raised 
the teinfieraturo of the cream as high nn 
eighty degrees, and even eighty-fivo 
degrees; but there must lie no guess¬ 
work; let the thermometer bo the 
guide. When the butter shows signs 
of coming, cool tin cream back to sixty 
or sixty-two degree*. 1 have never lost 
a churi ing owing to tlio cream coming 
•oft, or to nny injury to tho grain. It 
lias always been ai*soli 1 nnd firm in 
texture as though tho high tempera¬ 
ture had no*. Ih-cii tcsorlc I to. I have 
a M«wcly cream w an 1 churn, and uso 
hot ami c»bl water direct to make the 
changes.—Asia York Voice.

There will nlway* l*o a demand for 
lard hogs, but there will bj a greater 
dcmiiid for Jim? lean meat hogs, nnd tho 
two demands will mako swino raising 
more profitable (hail it has Itccu. 

There is no dilTorcnco iu tlio niiimnls 
for the first two mouths of theb* lives. 
Hither mti't In? fed to iiriki* good bono 
hud inu elo in order to make a first class 
hog of cither kind. After the growth 
is made the lean meat bog or the lurd 
bog is but a m iller of feeding. Corn 
and ciirbuhnccnui fools will muko tho 
fat hog, wheat aud foods of its class tho 
lean meat hog that is dciittunlcd for the 
table. 

POULTRY AND INSECTS. 

The value of poultry for destroying 
insects is greatly under estimated. A 
turkey hen, with a largo brood, w il 
work iudiistriouily over a large urea in 
ono day, and they will eonsuuio hun¬ 
dreds of inserts. During uu entire seu- 
s ui the uieful work so |s?rformed will 
Ihj very groat. A flock of hens ou u 
raugo will find nil tho insect food de¬ 
sired, nnd wilt need no aid from tin? 
owner. This is welt enough as it ap- 
pears, and oaves exp thick, but to their 
credit should be given tho destruction 
of insects. If some correct estimate of 
the number of iu sects destroyed by 100 
fowls could Ih? mado, for ono year, the 
result woul I he astonishing. If wu 
could put it at half a peek for each hen 
it might not be too large, but allowing 
only two quarts of insects for cnrli lieu, 

• luring the year, and wo have over three 
budicls of insects destroyed by 100 
fowls. This means fewer iusects to 
Ih? killed the next season. Wo have 
Seen a brood of turkey s clean out all the 
worms iu n tobacco field In ono day, 
und though the adult jmlato beetles are 
injurious to fowls, yet tlie hens will eat 
the eggs nnd grubs of tho beetle* if 
given an opportunity. The deitructiou 
of insects shoul 1 always bo runshlcrod 
in the matter of poultry management.— 
Picayune.

e\|M-rt ut wto! l\ing, nnd is usually cm 
ploytd by th*- iru \pcricni ed. It utwayn 
|«\s to employ nu b skilled labor, iu 
sluaiivg ui well us iu doing up the 
fleetc. It it po itively “cruelly to ani- 
*uais" the maimer ii which many shear 
eis cut and mingle the sle ep. In many 
barns it wind not l»<* tolerated for u I 
mo cut. After shearii g, »lu p need n I 
Ii H * ex ra cue and attcnl-on for two 
t*i three weeks. Th«y need shade to j 
| *oT e tbcir b ut* hacks fioiu the hot 
•uii, und, if jo'-rble, ► he iter during! 
col t ruins. 


Halt tho sheep fmpiently. Go among 
them and treat them kindly, so that 
they will crowd around you instead of 
scampering to the opposite side of the 
enclosure. Many seem to think that 
bells should bo placed on several of tho 
tamest ones, in order to frighten away 
dogs, etc. I havo iny doubts nbout tho 
plan being efficacious. Yet if th« flock 
In* near tho house, the jingling ol tho 
bells at any unreasonable hour may lead 
. to an investigation of the esnse of the 
disturbance, nnd perhaps decido what 
ncighlior’if dog i* guilty of causing it. | 
During the htat of the Hummer, when 
pasturage is short, sheep require quito 
nn amount of water, not of the muddy, 
stagnant kind that cattle chooso to 
quench their thirst, hut pure and cool.— ( 
Aae York Fximiner. 


TIMOTHY ORAM ON LOW LAND 

On ninny lands too wet in tho spring 
to l»c profitably planted to corn or bow 
with oats, it is quite pouiiblo to grow 
large crops of tim »tliy bay. But in tho 
course of a few years ml-top and blue 
grass choke out tho timothy, and iv is 
necessary to reseed. The usual method 
»r resettling old meadow or pasture land 
is to plow it up ami cullivato it with 
corn or potatoes, so that the sod shall 
bo well sulnlti ? 1 and tho weeds and blue 
grass roots killed. But on the kind of 
land wo have how in mind this cannot 
Ihj done. The land is dry in July, but 
it is too wet—it lea*t |»art—to plow 
for ordinary crops. 

Wo have had excellent crop* of timo¬ 
thy on such land by breaking it up in 
July and keeping tlio surface well 
woikcd with harrows to prevent weeds 
from growing, and then in August 
gang-plow an 1 work the soil till it is 
line and mellow. Bilclr soil is easily 
worked. The real point is to kill tho 
bliie-gnnD roots. Work it till this 
iscertuiily nceoinplislic I. And then, 
any time in Augu*t or tlio first wcok in 
September, sow from eight to twolva 
quarts of timothy jM*r aero anil cover it 
with nsmoothing harrow or roller. If 
the work has been well dene, nud tlio 
soil is fine enough nml mellow enough 
and moist enough to promptly start Uio 
seed, judging from nc un i cx|N?ricnco, 
we are safe in promising a big crop of 
timothy hay tlio next summer; and now 
that svheit is so cheap, and hay can Ihj 
•ship|H* l long distancei to market, Micro 
are few crops, considering, tlie littlo 
labor iequired, that pay more actual 
profit Minn a good crop of timothy hay. 
Wo havo said the first crop will Ih; a 
heavy one; tho second is likely to Im 
still better, and the iiimil»cr of years tlio 
meadow will last, before it is necessary 
to reseed it, will do|WMid on the fertility 
of the land, and tlio thoroiighness with 
w hich tlio land was worked And tho old 
blue-grass sol subdued .—American 
Agriculturist. 

FARM AND OAIIDKN NOTES.

Vermin ure the greatest (oes ou poul¬ 
try, nml a thorough fumigation will do 
tlio fowl-house good. Be sure tlio fowls 
aro all shut out until tlu? smoking is 
over mid the house well ventilated. 

A h|MH>nfull of white powdered hello- 
bore, to I c obtained at any drti' store, 
put in a large pail of water and sprin¬ 
kled ou currant hushes a« quick ui the 
little worm begins its work will make 
quick work of them. 

When working horses ronio in from 
work iu warm weather, the first thing 
that ought to Im ultemlr I to is the 
washing of their shoulders with cold 
w ater, and also washing the sweat ft om 
the collar before it is put on. 

As soon as caterpillar nests begin to 
show, take a long slick and with a pail 
ef gits tar pass among tlu? trees, dipping 
the end of stick ia tlu; tar, uud twist it 
around a few times in each ucst. Fol¬ 
low this up two or three limes and the 
worms will Ihj destroyed aud trees 
suved. 

Cucumbers, melons, etc., inay be 
hastened a week or two weeks by hav¬ 
ing bonrl frames u foot or fifteen inches 
square? and under them a good forkful! 
of partly lotted manure. The frames 
three to four inches high uud covered 
with glues or shi*eting, and then lifted 
oU iu warm or rainy weather. 

A New Rain Theory. 

A curious theory has Ih eu udvuuccd 
that from the steam given out by the 
enormous number of locomotive* aud 
s atiouury engines is derived the water 
which, foiimd into clouds, mu cs the 
executive m<>unt of itiiafull uud stoiui* 
that have lately prevailed.

There arc many who uow Iucl iuo to 
tho belief that open sheds aru better for 
rhading cattle ! i pwturc* thap nrotreea. 
Thu ndvnntngeof the shed is that It need 
not bo a permanent fixture but may bo 
constructed In such n way as to inako it 
possible to shift it to tho different fields 
reeded down to pasture in any given ro¬ 
tation. Wncre permanent posture* are 
found on the funn, trees aro appropriate 
nud profitable, but where tho pasture 
lot has in Its turn to bj broken up aud 
cultivate 1 to cereals or corn, trees are a 
positive nulrance. It would socin that 
even in a |M>rnmnont pasture an open 
shed furnished with drink trig- troughs 
nml feed-boxes Is preferable to a clump 
of trees located, as often is tho caso, in 
a boggy slough. In the latter instance 
the water become* foul from tlio drop- 
p ngs of the stock nnd tho puddling of 
tho mud by their foot. Plnco tho shod 
where tho wind can p'ny through it from 
all sides, furnish pure water from a 
windmill und tank, nml tho bust condi¬ 
tions nr c supplied for sum mo ring cattlo 
on gross. — Farmer a J( r eir. 

TUB FIR8T CIJI/TIVATION OK COHN. 

Properly speaking, tho tlrnt cultiva¬ 
tion after corn is planted is not of tho 
corn for it is not yet up, but of tho 
soil. After the grnin has germinated 
its root at first grow* more rapidly tlinn 
the top oud n harrow pntsed o7cr it 
loosens the koiI, break* tho crust and 
practically does no dninagr whatever. 
But after tho corn is up and lnrgo 
enough to see tho rows, wo like to go 
through it with tho cultivator, and 
pretty deeply the first time. Tho ob¬ 
ject is not to cut near the hill where tho 
hulk of the roofs arc ut this time, but to 
stir up the centre between tho rows that 
has likely enough been compacted by 
rain.*. If not dune ut onco it cuunot bo 
dono without severe cutting of roots. 
Bo the first cultivation should bo In the 
centre of tho row nnd ns deep ns tho 
plow went, if possible. After that fol¬ 
low with tho drug again if you wish. It 
will enliven tho surface near tho corn 
roots, where after the ciiltfvntion in tho 
centre it will reem much compacted. 
After (ho first cultivation the teeth may 
be spread so ns to cut a* near ns possi¬ 
ble to the corn und be set to go iu as 
shallow ai possible.— Jim'on Cultivator. 

POULTRY TOPICS. 

On tho farm, where the/ cun have 
plenty of range, guinea) can l>o raised 
with very little trouble, as after they 
get well started to grow they will 
readily tako care of themselves. W^cn 
first hatched they aro uot only very 
pretty but very tender, and, unless 
there is much care given, there is much 
risk of loss. They must lie kept dry 
and warm. Pen ut night nud keep up 
in tho morning until tho dew li off tho 
grass. Tho food should bo tho same as 
for youug chickcu*, while tho caro 
should bo somewhat batter ui tho 
guinea) uro more tender. After they 
get‘fairly started to grow they can bo 
let run, us they will readily tako cure of 
themselves. They are great foragers 
and except in the cold, stormy weather 
of winter they will look out for number 
one. Ono rooster should bo kept for 
oot over three hens, an 1 iu tho spring 
they will need to bo watched iu order to 
tind their eggs, a) they almost invariably 
bido their uesti. Tiiey usually com¬ 
mence luyiug early iu May aud will cou- 
tinuo laying for souio timo iu tho sum¬ 
mer. Usually the best plan is to sot tho 
jggs under a common hen, us thoy aro 
Loo fond of roving to inuko good 
mothers. Always leave one egg In tho 
ocst or they will change place), requir¬ 
ing another hunt. Thuy can ho let run 
with the lieu* and roost in tho poultry 
Uouau ut uiglit. They niuko good 
table fowls, aru good lato layers aud 
healthy. 

LAZY 1IKF.H. 

Bees are proverbially induMrious. but 
now and then n colony will bo fouud 
that doet not deserve thu titlo. I have 
i been watching with interest a very 
largo colony with tho turpi us-boxes full 
1 uf bees; also tho portico nud tho out- 
I side of tho hive covered to tho top. 
They have been loafing for over a fort- 
! uight, oud tho honey in tho surplus- 
boxes increased very slowly. I was 
1 tired of such folly, and moved their 
hive aud put in its place a h.vo contain¬ 
ing youug bees und a virgin queen. I 
obtalnod theso bees In this way: A col¬ 
ony swarmed, mid, us I do not desire 
increase, I hived them nnd moved tho 
old colony, putting the swarm whore it 
»tood. The next day I took out all tho 
combs belong! tg ?o tho old colony, 
j brushed off the beet and extracted tho 
houoy. There wu» uo youug brood, ai 
| the colony hul swarmed before and 
there were a number of queen cells that 
| diel» Lunate* hal lately le t. AH bees 
| that had been workiug m the fluids flew 


to tho old Hand and joined the a warm, 
t put bach Iho framoa and carried the 
hives lo where Iho loafing colony had 
stood, aad dipped out the boot with a 
long-handled spoon from the crowded 
portico and gave them to tho new hlvo. 
The l>cas that were working In the 
fields, aa they returned, entored the 
hive upon their old stand. There aro 
now two good working colonies In I lets 
of one loafing one. 

KUIIKKA ailRRP RACK. 

AH )rho keep alicepare aware of their 
disposition, above all other animals, to 
nose over nnd through their feed, what¬ 
ever it bo, picking out a few tidbits 
and very soon getting the rest under 
foot and unfit to eat. Sheep are dainty 
creatures and will not eat enough to 
.keepwell unless their ration la pro¬ 
jected from this habit. 1 havo tried 
giving much more than they would cat, 
allowing them to choose, nnd giving 
tho remainder to horios, which do not 
much mind tho sheep smell left upon 
it But this plan did not work well. 

1 have soon sheep-yards thoroughly lit¬ 
tered with bright timothy hay, pulled 
down from a sort of rack nmd ) by put¬ 
ting two sticks In a bench, two or tbreo 
inches apart. A great improvement on 
this is a kind of box, any length you 
choose, 2A foot wide, with board) at 
top snd bottom, nnd strips up and 
down to keep tho rhcop from crowding. 
Ilut still with this my sheep would pull 
a great dc:tl under foot. Thi) disgusted 
me mo that I studied out my Eureka, by 
which they cat everything very clean, 
und keep in butter condition. 1 aftcr- 
wurd saw something sliuilnr in an agri¬ 
cultural paper, but much more compli¬ 
cated and expensivo, and not quite so 
good, in my istimition. \V it li my de¬ 
scription any ordinarily intelligent far¬ 
mer can innko it at Miiall cost: 

Tako four posts—a small chestnut 
quartered, is excellent—4 ft. long, two 
for tho ends nnd two for tho middle, to 
inako all firm. Null threo 1-inch strip* 

2 1- 2 ft. long across the liottoni, fi inches 
high, on which to lay a tight floor—for 
it ii equally good for grain, root* or 
hay. Now nail ou boards, 10 inches 
wide, abovo thu floor, ull around, and 
do same at top-—making the ruck C 
inches wider nt top than at bottom. 
Also nail upright short board*, 1 ft. 
wide, 8 inches apart, ull around. Now 
you aro done except the ruck to hold 
the liny. Thi* is formed by placing 
two boards, 1 ft. wide, on each side in- 
sidetho rack, nt nn angle of 45 degree <, 
the fop resting against tlio rick and tho 
bottom coming together except 2 1-2 or 
three iuclics space, thruugh which thu 
sheep will pull the hay, very little at u 
time, and eating nearly us fast as they 
pull it down. You will bo surpmud lo 
find how readily they will do thi* 
through such a small openiug. All 
roots and grain will drop nt onco to thu 
ImiUoiii where each will slnrc alike. It 
often made me Inugh at first to sco bow 
nicely I had checkmated their ha l dis¬ 
position to overhaul everything at once 
and made them behave decently at inoal 
time. Tiio saviug is very con¬ 
siderable, the sheep keep butter, and it 
is very pleasant to see ail crowding,

When buying null for butter foe that 
it hus been kept where It could not ub- 
sorb tho odors of tobacco smoke, cod¬ 
fish, kerosene and other* peculiar to the 
average grocery store. Balt ubsorbi 
odors readily aud will carry them into 
tlio butter.

Owing to tlio lack of 
roads and farmsteads tlio lmy wn< 
stuffed among thu bruuehes of neighbor¬ 
ing tree* to nwuit the winter fr.»L an I 
snow, when it c mid easily be carried 
off by slcdga*. After a wot scuhoii 
some farmers noticed that thi* was 
actually better iu quality than that 
which thoy thctnselves^iad luado from 
much hotter gross. Tho wild crop, s<> 
to call it, had dried much better in tin- 
tree branches exposed to a fico circulu 
lion of air limn tho r'ch herbage which 
hnd laid long ou tho sodden ground.

Thoro nro still bauds of wild mu«tnng 
ponies in Southern Total. Aa you 
know, llieso aro supposcil to bo tho de¬ 
scendants of tho Spanish harass which 
wrero allowed to run wild by tho firit 
Spaniards who came to 3Icxic>. It is 
most probable that tho mustang* had 
8oni? part in originating most of tho In- 
(linn p otic*. 

Tho wild mustangs nlwars ga hor in 
large hands, and aro very suspicious at 
tho approach of n prison. They do not 
come near sc: t ements or nmcho* tan - 
lu'S forced to by Jack of water. Tho 
princ p.il colors that aro found in this 
breed are dun and mouse;, in lean horse* 
a black streak i* foutt l along tho back, 
but this disappears at ^he animal fatloas 
Up. S|» ittr.nl or “pnhrta" nuy lx* found 
occasionally; it is ii(*t uncommon to find 
mu«tangs with a while Btreak down tho 
faev, hut this otcur* gonerollf iu 
‘•paintt.** The insista ug* have n hmg, 
flowing mane aud tail, medium wither*, 
body generally rouii led, h p« short, 
deep brcvist, and u generally deep neck. 
The eyes aro inclined to bt suuk iu nud 
kcon. 

Tbo mustangs thrive bettor on gras* 
than any other breed of hones, and it 
is on account of that that they have 
been raised for cow ponio*, although 
they may bo u«ed for gnnoral purposei. 
Thuy generally have a vicious disposi¬ 
tion, but if properly handled they may 
be made very docile. A very remark¬ 
able fact is that mans* carry their foals 
■oinowhat longer limn other broods. 
This is probably (tut to their running 
wl.d, living on grass, and having to 
stand winter* without shelter. Wild 
mares on range often sell frou u r» to 
$25. but they nro worth a great deal 
morn when broken, averaging from f JO 
to $.15, a| hough I hav.s known of them 
selling at o 50. Hones used for cow 
ponies raugo from $l'J to $G0.

nud belts in motion to do oiling and 
nccwsuy work, and come back on a 
board, never able to tell .how ho lost his 
life—a bloody spln*h here, a part of a 
limb thcro, rovoa tin ptoco and causo 
of tho accidoat. Tito poor fellow did 
not “watch out, ” honco tho lifolurs body 
that lays before us. 

Not many years ago this was ono of 
tlio sad scone* I witnessed, A man bo- 
lovod by ovory ono of tho 500 men 
working in a shop was missod, aud tho 
engineer fearing aomo nccidouthad hnp- 
jKjno 1 him, shutdown aid tho search 
began. In flvo minutes |>oor Jim lay 
before them dead. Tho battered oil 
can was thin j clutched in hi« hand aud 
a frightful gash ia lit* heal told tho sad 
tale—ho didn't “watch out." 

Quite a few year* ago the proprietor 
of u :arge shop ia a New England city 
whoio locomotive* were built, Haw a 
man tr/iug to put on a heavy bell. This 
man wa* “watching out,” uml failed to 
put It ou a* (pi ck iu thu proprietor 
wanted him to, so ho »aid: *‘— it, 
coinu down and let me put it on.” The 
proprietor in his luute tied anger, did 
not “watch ouL” lu tun minutes he 
him uu hi» May lioitt* '»ii a atr.etcher, 
dead. JIi« cot be* caught in the belt 
uni iu wa* turiied over the shaft 
aad dropped on til* llo »r u mangled 
ma#s. Tho two little word t would have 
saved hU life aud spared him to a lov¬ 
ing wife and happy children.

TIMA TO CFT I1AAV.AT. 

Tkrlsy should always bo cut before It 
h dead ripe. If cat slightly green it 
fills Imttor and is less likely to he 
stained by wot weather. In an over¬ 
ripe barley field even a hoavy dew will 
sometime* stain the barley while stand¬ 
ing. Why l-urlcy cut green fill* bettor 
ia hard to underatnn 1. It may Iks that 
ftftor long standing tho rud attacks tho 
stalk and leavos, while if cut earlier tho 
•talk dr.os oil more naturally, and tho 
nintter contained hi it goos to perfect 
Bio grain. — Unto % Qu'tt tutor. 

RU’KNIRO CRAAM FOR Cnt'ANtRO. 

A proper dogreo of acidity in tho 
cream is roijuirud to produce thu best 
quality of buttor. It inattors not how 
this acidity is produced, whether by 
timo or tho mixture of soino form of 
lactic acid. It may be produced by tho 
addition of sour milk to tho fresh 
cream, in quantity of nno pint of tho 
milk to It) gnllons of crosm, and thor¬ 
ough stirring to diffuse the acid, which | 
at onco begins to net upon tha sweet 
rronm, and in 34 hours bring* it iuto : 
tho right condition for churning. On 
principle this it prcctsolf the same as 
mixing tho ii(iwly-skimm*d sweet cream 
with the older and a*»ur cream, by which 
the former is ncidiliod aud the acid of 
tho Inttor is neutralizod to aomn extent, 
j Tho practice of slowly stirring tho 
croain in tho jar when the fresh cream is 
added, is therefore not lo hi neglected, 
as it not only Imtons tho ripening of 
tlio fresh cream, but it retards that of 
tlie oldor. 

RltCUrRlIATIJKl IinUftl'.ft. 

It will be found that tho horses which 
havo Rtoady mid constant work nro tho 
ones which stand tlm Hut woatlnr host. 
Sprmiiodir work is wursis on horses in 
Mitmner than iu winter, although it is 
hard enough on them nt any snssun of 
the year. A (cam that is iu tlie pasture- 
field one day nud in tlm plow or on tho 
road tlm next will hu foun I soft nnd 
nimble to witlistan l tho hard labor 
which it would were it giv*n some¬ 
thing to do every day. Tho idea of 
resting up horso* i* often an erronoous 
one, and generally work* inoro injury 
'than it does good. A layoff of a few 
days from Jiard work dues a hors* hut 
little good. Tito best way to recupor- 
nto n jaded animal is to lighten tlm 
work a little each dnr. It is', much bet¬ 
ter than to keep it entirely from work 
for n whllu nnd then start in to do as 
much work oath day as umuI. Tlm 
most enduring horses arc those which 
aro kept constantly moving and given 
good care while at work.— UoodaU't 
Hun. 

KOVEL IIAY-n.lLEIlS. 

A unique method for baling liay wa* 
invented somo.year* ago, and aa tho 
patent has just expired, perhap* our 
renders may hu glad to put it iuto use 
in somo way. Thu iduu is to collect 
hay, straw nud other malorinl ill a roll 
by means of n small revolving cylinder, 

| or on anything which can Ho removed. 
Tho roll must lui in tlm form of a spool 
of silk, that is, much larger in diame¬ 
ter than in width. A number of thess 
sections, which nto scarcely more tlmn 
disks nro ther. lui 1 ono upou tlm other 
in a cylinder nud prossud. With tho 
many cider and other chosp pruRscu lin¬ 
ing shipped to nil parts of tho country, 
our renders will moo at a glanco that it 
will bo na easy matter to utilize them 
for pressing hay in this way. Wires 
or cords must bo laid iu the cylinder 
before tho hay i* put iu and thu follow¬ 
er should havo slots across its lower sur¬ 
face, that thu curds or wires may bo 
tightened before it is loorenud. Tlio 
cylinder nmy to a roll of Hiret iron 
hooped or a tightly-huuiul wooden ar¬ 
rangement. The spiudlo for collecting 
tho hay may Ikj revolved by horso,wind¬ 
mill or steam jiower, nud several roll* 
may be formed nt oncu on the same 
shaft .—American Agriculturist. 

PROTECTION AOAINST FURS. 

Tlio plagus of flics touches a vory ten¬ 
der spot—tlm |nickctbook—for it cause* 
animals to losu flush, or at lua«t to mako 
less gain than thoy wou'd othorwisu. 
Hyafforling protoctum to tho animals, 
wo save money as truly os w« do by giv¬ 
ing them comfortublu shwltur. Tlm bust 
protection fur liogs u tlm wallow. 
Though cuttlu have tough hides, flics 
occasion them much discomfort, and it 
is humane and is prsiiluhl* to make a 
■raudgo. Tho unimals soou learn to 
tako advautuge of the smoko. 

Horses suffer greatly from flies on ac¬ 
count of u tenderer »km and sensitive 
nurvoos organization. Wnui wu have 
them at work, their struggles against 
their tormontors are annoying to us. It 
is uaph asaiit to urn an mini*, kicking, 
biting sad stamping a*, fllv*. For farm 
teams the ehca|K-4t proteciiau i# leather 
nets. With reusouablu c*ru these will 
lust for year*. They should b> cleaned | 
and oiled at luut once a iu nth will loin 
use,or the sweat of tho animals will rup- 
idly rot them.

A cloth can bo tied lo the 
bridle in such a way as to protect tho 
j»w. 

The legs of horsos require protection 
even mors than their bodie*. Flies 
choose the legs, as tho skin on tb* .e 
parts Is thinner and tho btood vessels 
aro nearer tho surface. It Is strange 
that wo do not oftener sou tho legs of 
tho animate protected, a* tho flies are 
not much disturbed by stamping. Leg- 
gins from old ovemlh, or ntado of 
gunny sack, aro good material, anil tlie 
man ashamed to drivo a team so pro¬ 
tected about his farm has f.tr moro falso 
pride than good sense. Loggins made 
like the leather nuts for thu body are, 
in tlie end, tho chca|icst nnd can be 
made by any liarnott maker .—American 
Agriculturist. 

sTOKB cnimniaa ron ooon roads. 

I ain morn encouraged to think I 
shall livo to sen batter roids than ever 
Ix'foro. There is much useful advice ia 
all tlio papers. Hmio road districts 
have a littlo fruitful rivalry with each 
ether, but the thing that prom lie i to do 
most to revolutionize road-making is 
tho stone -crusher. In the adjoining 
town of Bwoiuu, Monroe County, they 
havo had a atono-crushor about throe 
years, and have now finished, or have 
stotio on hand enough to finish,- as much 
ns fifteen mile* of roal. The roads 
where tho criishud Mono is laid were 
formerly almost impnvnhlo in fall and 
spring; now a team can haul as much 
in tho worst timo in spring as i.i sum¬ 
mer, and nru so hard tint a loaded wag- 
on will cru*h small stones, and whore 
tho stono truck is worn smooth and 
washed off by a hard shower it looks 
liko mosaic-work. Thu crusher in 
Swollen in the thre* yean Ins cost but 
n trifle for re pain. Iu tho town beyond 
Sweden they bought a crusher that 
would crush larger stones, but is laid 
up for repair* too often, and won't do 
so much work a* thu kind they use in 
Sweden by long odd*. I don’t know 
where either i* made, or who they are 
Hold by. Tho town got* all tho stone it 
wants free, ami money i« raised by tax 
to hire nieu and team* to haul the stone 
to tho machine, aud they are ermhud 
and spouted on fo wagons furnidie l by 
the road districts. lu Sweden they 
*ny limestone is best, but any kind of 
■tone will do.-—-Aires York Tribune.

It will boa good pints, as you givo 
tho hua house its weekly cleaning, to 
tuko tho droppiugs to tlio strawberry 
bed. 

Pull up tlm jwa vine* a* soon ns ?h 1 
crop is gathered; sow the ground to 
turnips; set out late cabbages or 
celery. 

Keep the onions well weeded and 
thinned, if you wish bulbs of good size. 
Doti’t hill up tlu onions; give them good 
levol culture. 

Clean bright fruit and berries sell tho 
best, and it i* not dishonest to put them 
up iu attractive shape, but liavu them 
“pan out” as they look. 

Leave tlie tobacco pipe outside of tbc 
milk room. Lett or leave the mau who 
hns been smoking it outside, too. Ilia 
ulmenco will not injure tho fluvor of thu 
butter a l i*. 

Neglect of milk in any particular 
punishes the offundur by a shrinkage of 
quantity of cream, and at tho tnmu timo 
does not seriously injurs hi* neighbor, 
who does butter \V'rk. 

Dairymen linvo of late years been ho 
busily engaged in UisCtUfting and toil¬ 
ing the milk-producing qualities of en¬ 
silage that they have largely overlooked 
the virtues of mangels, carrots and tur¬ 
nips for winter feed. 

Tho most common sense thing for an 
intelligent dairymuu to do is to lay in 
a variety of stock food*, of tho two 
leading classes—nitrogenous and car¬ 
bonaceous—Mid then consult tho uppo- 
tile* of hi* cows. 

The red squirrel as well ns tlio crow 
are now bust robbing the uuxts of our 
song birds, destroying both egg* nud 
young birds. Perhaps wo shall hear 
somo more false • sntimoa t agauut de¬ 
stroying these pests. 

If the crack* uml other o|K'tiing* iu a 
poultry-house are to bo filled with any¬ 
thing, it should be with mortar contain* 
iiig sulHciunt platter of Pari*, raw or 
| calcined, or otliur similar substance, to 
mako thu filling solid. 

Kgg* f'rr setting may bo kopt safely 
for threo week* if placed ou the big end 
I in a cool place; thuy will hatch u* well 
os those newly Jntd. This is a fact 
which has been testod repeatedly. It is 
worth while to make nuotu of this. 

Don't forget to tako out tlm old 
material and burn it after a brood i* 
hatched, and put in u supply of fresh 
ma'triul Imforc using the ne*t again. It 
will pay you to do this, as it only take*

Then in meeting, when the prayer had been said, 
and the hymn read, to turn and sec him ns* in the 
seats and hear his voice, that marvelous voice, set 
forth the praises of the tied of our fathers—not the 
God of modern evolution. Then the walk home¬ 
ward : who more pleased and proud than I, could I 
but look up in the Major's face, see his stfnle and 
lave him speak to me.

The last time I saw Major Hunt was at his Itcs- 
ton home. He was as pleasant a. ever to meet, 
and we talked of old time and people. It was with 
some priJc he made me notice the new growth o! 
hair upon bis bead. 

The Major’s funeral was as impressive and pleas¬ 
ant a> such an occasion could be. As bcautind an 
afternoon as ever came upon earth, the cheerful 
rooms filled with relatives and old friends, the walls 
covered with elegant picture*. Just over the coffin, 
.1 puitrait of the Major himself, intent on the study 
of a bock, his magnificent white beard Howing 
downwards on his breast, giving him the look u 
one of the Magi at the Adoration as depicted by the 
Old Masters. Outside, the s >ng gl birds, and long 
shadows falling across the room. As 1 sat listening 
to the solemn voice of the clergyman, thoughts of 
my long acquaintance with the family passed 
through my mm.l. I did not fed so very old but 
vet 1 hud seen the funeral of tins nun’s lather, the 
hearse drawn by'bis own old Whitehorse. Iliad 
sat in the same scut in school with his son, Kd- 
inund S. Hunt, whose life saving invention has 
nude him a benefactor of his race, and 1 had seen 
.his grandson in Paris, Mr. Aubrey Hunt, become 
a famous artist. How the-years had been crowded 
with events! 

At the old Rurving Ground, the pathway to the 
tomb of the Hunts was too narrow to admit cai- 
riages, so we stood uncovered in the soft afternoon 
sunlight, the breeze stirring our hair, whilst solemn¬ 
ly and as with dignity the Major entered into his 
eternal rest. 

Fortunate Sent* ! Happy in his life, blessed in 
his death! As he said himself he “had done harm 
to nn one." Truly blessed, with a peaceful home, 
with a devoted daughter and her kind, equally dc- j 
voted husband, home of his old friends, living and

Tho discsic known ns big head and 
big jaw in horses and lump jaw in rat 
tie is incurably after it hav becomo 
seated in the l>onr. When the swelling 
first appears on the jaw it may be cured 
in cases by the uto of one- ounce dose* 
of hyposulphite of soda, given in a 
bran mash daily for * month, or two or 
threo possibly, but persiated in until 
either tho disease is cured or found in¬ 
curable. Tincture of iodino may be 
app.led to tho swelling until it breaks 
and discharges, and then n little of it 
should he injcctgl into the opening.— 
AVw York Tima. 

»TB. 4’I.oVF.n, SIIRKP: nOTATIOJt. 

If a farm Is running down and the 
owner getting poor, there is no rotation 
which will turn tho tide in hit favor 
more promptly than thu one mentioned 
nhove. Tlio Innd is plowed in August, 
and rye, at the rato of five pecks to tho 
acre, Is sown. In Beptember wo sow 
timothy seed, and in March sow a liber¬ 
al supply of clover, which germinates 
very early and by August is in the 
height of its glory. Then tho hhcop 
aro turned in and that plot of ground 
will not “run down" unless overstocked. 
When this sheep ] nature ii plowed up 
and planted to corn,a wonderful chango 
will he noticed. Two crops of corn, 
one of oats, then bark to rye, clover 
nnd sheep again, complete* thu rotation. 
—American Agricultural. 

TO SAVE SWAIIMINQ BKRA. 

All bee- keejran know what los* ab¬ 
sconding swarms make and often what 
troublo it is to snvu them, sayi a West¬ 
ern apiarist. To prevent thi* difficulty 
put a queen that is not Very valuable in 
a queen cago and tio it to soino con¬ 
venient place, like a low limb on a treo. 
Tho swarm will ho siirn to settlo on 
the cago, where they can be hived with¬ 
out any trouble* It is the neont of tho 
queon that cauius them to alight. Ho 
adds thnt what callod his attention to 
this was tho fact that ho many swarms 
tcttled in the snnio place nenr the apiary. 
Ho grasped the idea that it wan tlio 
•cent, of tho queen that caused them to 
do so, and after tying n qinaMi engo with 
n queon in it to the limb of a treo a few 
times it proveil the theory correct. 

MM.KINO TVIIEH AMI 1*EItCICNTAOE OLASS. 

Two things seldom found on n farm 
every man owning a cow should have— 
a milking-tube an 1 a percentage-glass. 
Tho tube, if made of coin silver, will 
cost seveuty-tlvo coots; of nickel, aliout 
hnlf ns much. It is only to lie used in 
case of cut or som teats, and tho u*o of 
ono for a few day* will ofton snvo tho 
loss of n teat, and groat suffering for 
the cow. I had a cow got a tent cut 
half in two with a lnrbml wire, and 
drew tho milk from it without hurting 
her n particle until it was healed, j 
liavo also used lira tubo in spring and 
fall, when tho tents would crack so ns 
to bleed and bu so snro that they could 
not bo milked without getting the hand 
timearcd with blood,nnd the sores would 
Irani in threo days, when thoy would 
have been troublesome for weeks if tho 
cow must bo milked by hand. The tost 
glass is made with a graduated scale, so 
a* to show exactly tho percentage of 
cream. Thoy can lie had nt from 60 
cents to fl or more, according to size. 

new rnocF.ss ok jivttku making. 

A uew process of liutler-inaking, 
which has juit been bceu discovered in 
Austrnlin, is nttrnetiug cousiderablo 
attention in tint co’o*iy, says the Aorth 
Jiritiah Agricultur e. Tlio new pro¬ 
cess obtains butter Without churning. 
Air is paisod through thu cream; and 
lira effect of thi* is to create certain 
chemical change* which separata tho 
globu’os of butter fat from lira casein, 
and thu* prodirao butter. Hy thi* 
moans it is clnimcl that the best quality 
of butter cm Ira produced from cream 
which U tainted bv strong fodilor or 
soured l>y being kept too long. The 
air in introduced into the cream in the 
churn through an intermediate vessel, 
in which is Mtorcd water and u harm loss 
solution, which purities lira air and 
otherwise renders its suitable for pro¬ 
ducing the dodred effort upon the 
cream. The air pip* opens into tho 
churn near tlio bottom, and a slight 
bubbling eff ret i* produced. Gasos of 
various kinds are driven out, nnd in tho 
course of time hiiuII grauutui of butter 
nro forme i. Tlio butter runs to the 
top of tho churn, and the buttermilk 
is run off from a tup at the bottom. 
Tlio process last* from twenty minute* 
to forty or six^y minutes, according to 
tho condition of tin cream and other 
circuinstauce*. Experiinonts on n smalt 
scale have traen carried out and prove 
clearly that butler can be |induced by 
this system 

CHICKKN M HATCIIISOS. 

Have ult the Iranoi from the table, put 
them in an oil i*hoct-iro» piu kept for 
tlio purpose, nnd brown them slightly. 
Then pound I hem on a rock with a 
hand-i x. or if you can afford it, buy a 
bone-crusher. 

Hone dust diouUl not Im* in xml with 
thu chicken feed. It ii too »i iiuul at iug 
and is liaii e t • niuic enlai .etneiitof ttu- 
liver in hi'Dk llurt are uot laying l*ui 
it where the hen* can get if, and those 
.Unit x% it nt it. and in«-1 it. « uu then cut 
what they can* for an I no more. 

Have a x< niching pl.il c, aad do noi 
throw the chicken gruiu down on tire 
deamiit, hordes’, piece of grouud you 


can find, hut among leaves, or in straw, 
and make the hens srratrh. Prepare 
tho scratching ground in a place that Is 
sheltered trom tlio wind, and 1st R bo 
a permanent affair. 

There is no profit in keeping mon¬ 
grels in your poultry yard when puro- 
bloods can be ha I nt comparatively so 
small an expense. Uniform chlckans 
are not only prettier and thus more sat- 
isfsetory to care for, hut they may be 
fed to a better advautngo than can a 
flock which is tna lo up of large and 
small. 

Don't choat yourself with tho belief 
that once a month is often enough to 
clean out n chicken-house. It should 
In* cleaned every day, or nt tho farthest, 
every three days. You might shout as 
well leavo tlio dropping* under the 
roost* as to throw them just outside th° 
door. Take them to the fluid, or under 
nahed, nnd mix with nu equal quantity 
of dry soil. 

Don’t food corn to a laying hen in 
summer; you might about a* well givo 
her poison. Him will not only get too 
fat to In/ but too greasy to eat. At 
thi* limo of they oar a hen that can get 
nn occasional hug will lay well without 
nsinglo blto of solid grain, provided 
■he bo woll supplied with I ran and 
shorts mixed up w.th milk, twico a day 
and all the bond sho cares to cat. 

FARM AND OAltlIRN NOTES. 

AH kinds of small frui » should bo 
cultivated thoroughly. 

Don’t stack tho o:»ta too green, they 
may “bum’* in the stack. 

A one horio cultivator I* a very osson- 
tial implement in gardening. 

Incoming cows should liavo freo ac¬ 
cess to shade nt all hoiiri of tho day. 

Tho farmer's table sliou'd abound 
with clioico borries nml lino vegetables. 

Prune out the old wood of your flow¬ 
ering fhrttbi after thu bloom is gone 
mid piuc'i unruly shoots into shape. 

If the flowers wilt even with generous 
waterings—a good mulch may Ira made 
by placing frodi cut grass around them. 

Peach treo* suffer tho inn it from 
standing in thick grn-s, and cherry and 
pear trees tho least of any of tho fruit 
tree's* 

If for any renson you all-nv a calf to 
suck • cow, care must b • taken to draw 
away every drop of milk not taken by 
the calf. . 

Deciding plants should bo cut back 
frequently. This induces uew growths, 
and now growths uiunlly produce new’ 
flowers. 

It is a good idea to cultirato tho 
young orchard for three year*; then it 
mny bo seeded down for threo years, 
when it should ho cultivated again. 

If you wish largo pansies during tlr* 
summer, sow the seed in tho fall, tr.in:i- 
plant to partially shaded beds in tho 
spring, nnd water well in dry weather. 

A judicious allowance of bran or oats 
nt this.season, of tlio year will incrcoso 
tho milk supply and fortify tlw cow’s 
system for larger production during the 
fall nud winter. 

One great secret of the development 
of a heifer for the. dairy consists in put¬ 
ting off the return of progeny for a 
period of not less t han four inpuths, nnd 
lratter six month*, after tho birth of tho 
first calf. 

Oats bound with a harvester require 
moro tlino to bo ready for the stack 
than those that lay in the g-ivpl awhile, 
and nro thou bound by liand. Don’t 
forget this if you nro using a harvester 
this year for tho first t ime. 

The .kind of churn is lo** a matter of 
iiuporlanco n* ntfuctuig tho quality of 
tlio butter thntt tho ruinner of doing tho 
work. Comfort, convenience nud tho 
saving of labor to tho operntor nro the 
points chiefly to bo observed in buying 
a churn. 

There i* ono profession that i* not 
over-supplied, viz. : tho veterinary. Any 
bright farmer boy can do well ut tho 
businesH, after a course of instruction nt 
a good veterinary college, and wo would 
like to seo more turning thoir attoutiou 
to tho profession. There's money in 
it, too, for succcsiful men. 

There is money iu raising swine, if 
tlio business is properly corn!ucted. Wo 
know n farmer who now has 150 hogs, 
and he purchnso* the buttermilk from a 
creamery for them at a low price. With 
other foods, not costly, ho will keep 
thorn grow iug until late fall or early 
winter, whea he will gruiu them aad 
fattou for market. Hu will realize inoro 
from tlio hogs than most farmers do 
from a hundred-acre farm in lira Kast, 
nowadays.

Withdrawn Correspondence.

Morton Fiarier belonged to the staff 
of one of those nmhitiou* wyafern sheets 
—tho Gsrten Da ly Oatette. To Ikj 
aurc, lie was only the Dobheille cones* 
pendent of the paper, but ho was ra 
proud of eren that alight connection 
with its pigcs ns though ho had a snug 
pi ice in ’he editorial chair. 

Morton’s ommunicitions were always 
lietdo 1 by tho editor (wh*' was also 
proofreader, Imsinott manager, and 
local rustler) “Dobbvillc Dots, from our 
«|>ccial correspondent.’’ 

Morton l ad hard work to keep from 
crying with admiration _ over that al¬ 
literative heading, tho first time it 
atlorne I hit I terary eff »rt; but at last ho 
became used to it and it did not worry 
him or unduly date his susceptible heart 
and brain. Ilis si *naturo was “Wander¬ 
ing Mac,” aid he was known by that 
title almost as well as by his own name, 
for he ha l actod ai tho Q'uetU'i 
“special correspondent'' for many years. 
He wontaround to tho little rural parties 
und pleasure meetings with a wondroutly 
wise and knowing look upon hit faca, 
nt though the destinies of the natiou de¬ 
pended upon his beck and c.tll. 

Tito edit »r of thv O tt: \7*hvl im¬ 
pressed it u.ron him that tho paper 
mast have the nowj. • •Everything. ’ 
be hod remarked, in stentori in tones 
wlion ono day Morton had trembti ig y 
entered the stuffy little sanctum at Gar. 
ten. '‘Everything hinges upm getting 
the newi, and getting it quick.” 

This adinonidunent so i in pros sod the 
young aspirant for j tiraa istic fame, 
that a week after th> visit ho miiled a 
touch ng obituary of a scricudy ill 
[ child, not expected to livo an hour, 
to tho paper, trusting that tho in- 
faut would die bef re the paper wat 
issued. The child however, recovered, 
and is alivj today, a roistering ltd who 
delights to show that tender tribute to 
h:s memory (nod it it a tcuching ouc) 
ending: “Tho bereave l parents have 
the sympathy of their scores of friends 
in this, their great sorrow, but of such 
is tho Kingdom of Heaven.” Tho way 
the editor of the Gazelle unbent him¬ 
self to rail at Morton after that “break” 
made him more care:ul thereafter. 

Fourth of July in Dobbvillc, i t 1878, 
was an occasion that still liver in the 
memory of those who were fortunato 
enough to he cilizoat of tho town nt 
that eventful period. Not only wnt the 
Nation’s birth lay anniversary properly 
eolebrated, but a circut held forth upon 
the prairie north of the Montezuma Ho¬ 
tel. When two such great evonts coin¬ 
cide, it is onough to turn tho hoads of 
nny poo pic. 

It would havo boon hard to find a 
happier man that day than “Wandering 
Mac.” He had been graciouily proiont- 
cd with two “compi” for the circus hy 
tho mnnager, who had soon found out 
what Morton was, and when at seven 
o'clock he stepped into tho parlor of 
his betrothed, Miss Marion Iteneal, it 
was with a perfectly self-satisfied air. 

Marion added to the |ierfoclion of tho 
slate of his mind by allowing him to 
kiss her do icatcly-blu Jung cheek—ye.», 
she did more; she kissed hint in return, 
and what in«>ro could a youug mau a*kf 

This particular you-ig mm m ght 
have a<kcd for a repetition of tho per¬ 
formance had it not been that It »y, tin* 
.‘-eapograco brother, came tearing into 
the room just at that moment, wi h all 
his 16-year-old vehemence. 

“Oh, say, sis,” ho cr c 1 exci’cdl/. 
“Where’s my collar and clcau shirt !” 

“I don’t know. Up stairs I guess,” 

' was the impatient reply and then ihc

“I don’t know what.ails H -y, today.

Morion Frazier thought of it though, 
the next dx. , l«r .the weutv of the uight 
were such an to briu ; the circuiuitunco 
j vividly to hut utiud. 


About 8 o'clock oa tho moral eg of I 
the 5th, • fire broke oat in tho great 
Rockwell block. More than $50,000 
went up in smoke. The whole town 
was out to see tho slgUf, and to help¬ 
lessly mourn the event. The Rockwell 
block had been built in tho “boom'' 
da-a, two years before, and though it 
was out of all proportion to the town, 
everybody was sorry to aee it destroyed. 

“Wandering Mac” wan among the 
first on the groun I, and as soon as he 
bad seen the fire wi II tinder way ho had 
roused up the telegraph operator and 
sent this metaage, which appeared ns a 
“special' in the’morning's Gazette: 

Dorrvilme, July 5th.—A terrible flrw 
took place her j this morninx. I • start* t In 
Rockwell's store an I bu md into Fry’s gro¬ 
cery; then Info the in-nrance company's 
office. The ffanio» l*spd 40 or 50 feet In 
height. Everything Is excitement 

The next morning revealed several 
things worthy of mention in this narra¬ 
tion. The amoking ruint were sur¬ 
rounded by scores of men and boys, 
busy discussing the cduto of the fire. 
And they to'd of the probability that it 
was an act of incendiirism; that it 
started in an out-of-the-way place; that 
but one theory was hel>l regarding the 
firebugs; and their conversation always 
came round to tho m/stcrioui word— 
“Spearmen.” 

Thca some'tody would explain that 
the S.icarmcu was a b»dy of rough boys 
and young men who gathered in un- 
canuy p aces nt night to plan deeds of 
misch cf an 1 meanness. Another 
would ad 1 tha*. the Spearmen had a 
particular spite against Rrckwell for 
having them arrested once for a trivial 
offence. A third had heard Roy Reneal 
boast that ho would “get even." A 
fourth had just found that Roy had not 
been homo the night before, and was 
yet missing, though h s widowed mother 
and his sister wero searching every¬ 
where. 

Ail these scraps of information were 
unite 1 into a complete history, and the 
news went over town that R»y Reneal 
had sot fire to the Rockwell block to 
“get even” with tho proprietor for ar¬ 
resting the Spcarroca, and had fled the 
country. 

Morton Fraz er watjn despair. At 
ten o’clock ho w.u mot on the street by 
the 'Western Union inetsongcr boy, who 
liande 1 him a dispatch. lie tried not 
t» look self- con cious ns he read it, but 
the effort wn« n failure. It said:

Mortox Fhizirh. Dobbvillc:—H*nl full 
account of firj by in »il at tcioii. In«uranct% 
lost, cause an (everythin;. Gazette. 

I say Frazi.-r was in despair. He had, 
of course, hoard the rcp*rts in circu'a- 
lion regarding his brothor-to-bj H»y, 
and yet how could he blast tho bjy's 
good name by sending the rumor to the 
Gazetts. lie mutt decide quickly, for 
the on'y mail train th it crj.d get hit 
letter to the paper in time for its next 
issuo l-’f. at nojn, and now it wat patt 
eleven. 

Wnilo ho sat in hit office, pondering 
over the matter, there was a great bat- 
tlo fought between his great love for 
news and his great lovo for Marion. 
Added to the lint was the stentorian, 
“We want the news and all tho newt,” j 
of the e litor, aud to tho second, the 
fair fcaturci of hit sweetheart. Which 
should ho obo/, Cupid or Mammon?

The Pueblo Indians. 

There aie in existcuco nineteen 
“tribe*” of Pueblo Indians, end nil live 
in the northern half of New Mexico ex¬ 
cept the Moquis, who arc just over the 
line in northeast Arizona —400 miles 
cast of Fort Yuma. Pueblo is a tribe 
nsme as much as U'e, aid is never ap¬ 
plied to any other tribe. There it not 
in the whole southwest an ignoramus so 
monumental ns to ctasa Nava joes, 
Apaches or Yu nas. ns of tiie Pueblos. 
No Pueblo ever dwe't iu a wooden hut 
or “epee.” They dwell in adobo or 
•tone houses, and very neat, wholesome, 
and comfortable one*. They are the 
only Indians in the c run try who do. 
They bavj not aban loncd any social 
laws. No Atncr cm emununity in ex¬ 
istence is so well governed as a Pueblo 
town. There U no such thing among 
them—nor ever has been—-as a chief. 
Tliry elect their orticir* by ballot yearly. 
The Pueblos are not paupers in a land 
of wealth, but are invariably in com¬ 
fortable circumstances. Tbc population | 
of tbc villages runs from 100 to 1,500 
and each village owus from 15,000 to ! 
150,000 acre« of land, the arable pert 
lieiug held in severally. Under the j 
iscrcd pledges of the treaty of Guada- , 
Iujmj Hidalgo these j»eople are entitled ' 
to full citix’dthip. They are the best 
cla*s of-'peoplo in the territory. They 
are short, s« a rule, but almost invaria¬ 
bly of su|n*rb physique, aud, as for 
braiu«, the average tourist certainly ) 
does u«»t oversize them. They ate al- 

wav« modestly and picturesquely 

clothed and a more no de*! race does f 
not dwell iu the two Americas. 1

As 
miny as three are aai I to have been 
caught at one haul, all in the same 
born. Two home with their mouths 
facing in different directions, so as to 
catch the moles coming and going, 
would soon clean th'*m up. 

FRErAUTinna vh tskk plaktiro 

Trees carried long distances some¬ 
times arrive in laid condition, owing to 
imperfect pae’eing or to the extremes 
of weather. In instance# of mutilated 
roots or branches, it is best to cut them 
off smoothly, low encugh to prevent 
injury from the IncT.ite 1 wo3d. A 
clean, smooth cut invariably heals 
quicker and with less ris’c nf fnrmiag 
a blcm sh than if a ragged wound bo 
left. In heeling-in treo«, when th: 
ground is not rca<ty for immediate 
planting, mmy persons suppoio it 
merely necessary to throw a litth soil 
orer tho roots to a’lado thnn. At, os- 
pccially if dry. wi l p metrato looae 
earth and net disastrously upon roots, 
causing thorn to wither, owiDg to rapid 
evaporation. At great care should, 
therefore, bo cxctc’.scd in placing tho 
treei in trmponry trenches as when 
planting in permanent position. The 
soil slioul I b» mellow and c ireful ly 
distributed among Iho roots, so a* to 
i.v »id nn a:r chamber in their vicinity, 
and due regard must always be paid to 
making tho so I nroun 1 them as firm ai 
possible. —-Nee York World.

TIIK VAI.UE OF IIRAN. 

Tho vn I no of brat for feeding all 
kinds of farm it >ck renders its de¬ 
sirable article of purchase. But its 
lightness and bulk incss greatly increase 
the cost of trnnspor ing it from th* 
great flour manufactories in the West to 
those localities in tho East where it is 
most wanted. A method of compress¬ 
ing it into cakes, similar to tho ordinary 
oil cakes, has long been in use in E i- 
rope, and the cakes foitn a largo part of 
the subsistcnco of tlio cayalr/ horse i of 
the armies. Bran is one of the most 
nutritious parts of tho grain. It con¬ 
tains a well balanced proportion of tho 
different elements of food, viz., 13 to 
16 per cent, of flesh-forming substanco, 
50 to 511 per cent, of heat and fat pro 
ducing matters, and 3 1-2 to 4 per cent, 
of fat. All the fat of tho grain is in tho 
bran, contained in minuto colls in one 
of the lajers of which it is made up. 
It also has the miner.il matter needsd — 
lime potash, and phosphoric acid. Of 
the latter a ton of It contains sixty- 
five pounds, so that sn animal could live 
healthfully for a considerable time on 
hr in alone, if it were not for the me¬ 
chanical action on the intestines of its 
indigestible matter. It is interesting, 
therefore, to learn that an establishment 
for the pressing of bran into portable 
cakes is proposed In the Wes’, through 
which its use will be much encouraged. 
—Nne York Tim's. 

PALI. rLANTIKO OF ST IIA tv BK It HIP. A. 

By this we mean the transplanting of 
runners of the present year’s growth, 
whether it l»e done in July or October. 
Hy care and ekill it may be done as 
soon as the young roots are an inch in 
length, cr even earlier. Tho rule is, 
however, thAt a plant is not old enough 
to set until it has branched roots; nor 
is it self-supporting until sometime 
later. For thii reason it is necessary to 
ren\ovo one or mire of the leaves when 
setting out very young plants in tho 
Hummer, lest more sap be evaporated 
than the roots cau supply. At the sea¬ 
son advances, more root* are developed, 
and there is leas ri k in the operation. 

The advantage of |»otted plants is 
that they receive little or rq check in 
being planted, eren if it be done by an 
unskilled person. This enables one to 
I fruit a new variety to perfection in 
nine to ten months after planting. While 
one may not get a full crop, he will 
usually get more than ho otborwUe 
could. This is important with new, 
high-priced varieties. 

The disadvantages nre that they coit 
more, express rharg •» arc higher, and 
the larva: of iujuriout insects, as the 
Straw berry-root worm, crown borer and 
crown girdler, are liable to be ctrried in 
the pots to the new plauia‘ion. This, 
however, can occur ouiy when plants 
are layered iu the pots in an old bed 
where these pe t« are found. 

As a rule, polled plants should be 
u»ei uear when the f are prolut-ed, to 
as to $ave express charges- If coin 
uioa varieties have to be »eut for, 
it la a-good' plan to b ijr layer* aud pdt 
them on arrival if tho rooti are too j 


long they may be shortened. Common 
layer plants potted in two-inch pots, 
nad pot la a frame where they mty be 
•haded aad sratere I when necessary, 
wilt make good p »tte I plant* in from 
one to two weeks. This wl]l eave a 
dollar a hundred on tha first cost, and 
nearly all the transportation charges. 

We use one-and-a half aad two-inch 
pots, ami ship In handle ! baskets lined 
with wax’d piper and damp mess. The 
plants are laid oa their ti le* la the 
pots, with mm between tho latent aad 
then each layer is covered with mom 
and a cloth cover sewed on. Oae-nnd- 
a-half -inch pots run thirteen t» the 
pound, and when fllle I with damp soil 
•even to the pound. There is no pro¬ 
tection to the roots of a pot plant while 
in transit that Is nearly aa good as the 
pot In which it grjw. One hundred of 
the smallest sis is weigh about twenty 
pounds when packed .—Beetm Calti - 
eater. 

horses’ trrth ard what thry tell. 

Bome valuablo rules for telling the 
age of n horse are thus laid down in 
C.dman's Rural World. 

A foal of six months has six grinders 
in each jaw, three In each side, aud al¬ 
so six nippers or front teeth, with a 
cavity in each. 

At the age of one year ravities in 
front teeth login to decrea*e, and he 
has four grinders upon each side, one 
of permanent, nnd lemaindcr of milk 
act. 

At the age of two years he loses the 
first milk grinders above and below and 
front teeth have their cavities filled up 
alike to teeth of horses of eljht years of 
age. 

At the age of three years or two and 
n lia’f he ca ta his two front nippers, 
and in n short t irnc after I be two next. 

At tho ago of four years,grinders are 
six upon csch side; and at about four 
and a half years his nippers aro all per¬ 
manent ones, b/ tho replacing of tho 
remaining two corner teeth; tuihes 
then appear, and ho it no longer a colt. 

At five yean a horse has his tu*hc% 
and there is a black-colored cavity in 
the centre of his lower nippers. 

At six years this black cavity is oblit¬ 
erated in the two front lower nippers. 

At seven the cavities of tho next two 
arc filled up, an 1 the tustici blunted; 
and at eight tho cavities of the two cor¬ 
ner tasth arc tilled up. The horse may 
now be said to be aged. 

Cavities in the nippers of the upper 
jaw are not obliterated till tho horse is 
about ten years old, after which time 
the tuihcs Income round and the nip¬ 
per* project and change their surface. 

FARM AND OARDF.N' XOTFJI. 

Above all tilings keep the hen homo 
dean and well ventilated. 

Don't forget that grccu food should 
be fed to fowls when confined. 

Save tho bc«t birds for next year’s 
breeding and send the others to msrket. 

Young poultry should not be fed 
with the older ono*. It will always pay 
to keep a coop nnd provide a board or 
shallow trough in order to economize 
feed. 

Fruit iuid vegetable growers aro apt 
to look at tho distant city market with 
a magnifyiug-gloss, and to ovorlook the 
advantage of the homo market in conie- 
qiuncc. How foolish to reach for the 
stars to light your 'pipe with, when you 
have a match in your pockot. 

Tho effect of damp ground and stag¬ 
nant water on fowls—especially on 
young turkeys—is well known. Fatal 
disease* follow as inevitably in those 
cases as with human exposure to mias¬ 
matic exhalations. A tlry gravelly spot 
is absolutely ueccssary to hca'thful con¬ 
ditions. 

An excellent way to mnko a strange 
cow feel “wonted” or contented as pos¬ 
sible—and there u money in this to the 
dairyman—is a dni y use of tho card 
and brush. Such use promotes her 
comfort, and very quickly causes her to 
feel contented with her new master and 
home. 

Tomato Fig*. 

My tomato figs are praise 1 wherever 
they arc tried, boasta M s* Grey in the 
Prairie Farm r. This is tho way 1 pre¬ 
pare them: l'our boiling water over 
the touia'oe* in ordor to remove the 
•kins; weigh thorn and place them In a 
stone jar, with as much sugar as you 
have tomatoes, and let them stand two 
d.j,. Pour off the syrup, boil and 
akim it..uniil n* scuiu rises. Pour it 
over the tomatoes, and let staud two 
daya as before; then boil and skim 
again. After a lh : ri tinu they are fit 
to dry, if the weather is good; if not, 
let them stand iu the syrup until good 
drying weather. Place them on large 
earthen plate* aud put them in tho sun 
to dry. Turn them occasionally. Tho 
drying will take ab iut a week; after , 
which |>ack them down in small wooden 
boxe*, with fine white sugar between 
each layer. Dried iu this way I have 
kept them thriw years.
